Meeting  at  the  Bayview  Opera  House  on  Third  and  Oakdale  from  4-6  p.m.,  and  strongly  urged 
Commissioners’  attendance.  Supervisor  Teng  is  forming  an  Arts  and  Music  Funding  Task  Force  and 
there  is  a space  for  one  Youth  Commissioner.  Commissioner  Arreguin  volunteered. 

6.  Executive  Committee  Report:  Jewnbug  proposed  an  agenda  for  the  upcoming  community 
meeting:  Check-In,  Agenda,  Minutes,  Committee  Introductions  and  Report-Backs  with  Public 
Feedback,  General  Public  Comment  on  Issues  of  Concern,  Executive  Committee  Report,  Staff  Report, 
New  Business,  Setting  Next  Meeting’s  Agenda,  Announcements,  and  20  minutes  at  the  end  to  mingle.

Committees 
broke  into  groups  and  checked  in  with  their  convenor  to  update  them  on  the  progress  of  their  current 
tasks,  get  feedback,  and  troubleshoot.

Retreat  on  January  28,  29,  and  30,  2000.  Commissioners  decided  on  six  training  sessions  for  the 
retreat:  Bylaws/Charter  review  and  a review  of  Commissioner  roles  (led  by  Francisco  and  Ben), 
Budget  processes  (led  by  Rachel  and  Susan),  Time  Management/Stress  Reduction  (led  by  Cathy), 
Active  Listening  (led  by  Mario  and  Chaz),  and  How  to  Write  a Resolution.  Jewnbug,  Jessica,  and 
Joseph  plamied  6 teambuilding  activities  to  do  throughout  the  retreat,  which  they  will  facilitate. 
Finally,  the  group  decided  to  limit  the  retreat  to  the  29'''  and  30"’  and  brainstormed  possible  sites.

4.  Committee  Report  Backs: 

A.  Education  and  the  Workforce:  Commissioner  Castillo  reported  back  from  this  committee. 
They  are  researching  information  regarding  after  school  programs  for  elementary  school  students. 
Committee  members  are  trying  to  find  out  where  there  is  a great  need  for  such  programming.  The 
committee  is  working  in  collaboration  with  Census  2000  to  educate  youth  regarding  its  effect  on 
schools  and  other  state  funded  youth  programming. 

B.  Juvenile  Justice  and  Public  Safety:  Commissioner  Bolden-Kramer  reported  back  for  this 
committee.  Committee  members  are  creating  a statewide  hearing  with  other  Youth  Commissions  to 
educate  youth  about  violence  prevention.  A member  of  the  public  suggested  that  Commissioners 
educate  more  parents  and  18  tO'25  year  old  voters  about  gang  prevention.  Another  member  of  the 
public  suggested  getting  more  people  age  1 8 to  25  registered  to  vote. 

C.  Public  Health,  Social  Services  & the  Environment:  Commissioner  Devine  reported  back 
for  this  committee.  The  committee  is  working  on  educating  youth  about  child  abuse  and  violence  in 
relationships.  The  committee  is  working  on  creating  a Condom  Distribution  Day  in  Schools  to  educate 
youth  about  safer  sex  and  abstinence.  In  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  the 
committee  is  working  on  an  art  and  essay  contest  for  youth.  Members  of  the  community  organization 
SLUG  talked  about  what  they  do,  environmental  education  and  planting  in  the  community.  LEJ  also 
reported  back  on  the  Environmental  education  they  do  in  the  Bayview  area. 


D.  Housing,  Transportation  & Land  Use:  Commissioner  Cottonham  reported  back  for  this 
committee.  The  committee  is  working  on  Lobby  Day  on  May  24‘'’  to  give  youth  the  opportunity  to  talk 
to  state  legislators  about  housing  in  California.  The  lobby  day  is  a chance  for  youth  to  be  face  to  face 
with  members  of  the  State  Assembly  and  Senate  to  lobby  for  their  support  for  affordable  housing 
policy.  Communities  talked  about  gentrification  in  the  Mission  District,  as  well  as  nationally,  of  youth 

E.  Culture  and  Urban  Environment:  Commissioner  Talton-Alunan  reported  back  for  the 
committee.  The  committee  members  are  researching  after  school  art  programs  in  the  schools,  working 
in  collaboration  with  YMAC  on  Youth  Space  (a  city  wide  youth-led  recreational  space).  Psycho  City 
(a  legal  place  for  youth  to  express  themselves  through  graffiti),  and  a skate  park.  Members  of  the 
public  wanted  to  know  how  to  get  added  to  a mailing  list  to  get  involved  with  the  Youth  Commission. 
Commissioner  Castillo  suggested  to  the  members  of  the  public  to  get  involved  by  joining  a committee 
of  the  Youth  Commission  or  coming  to  a regular  commission  meeting. 

F.  Diversity  and  Cultural  Competency:  Mario  Balcita,  a staff  person  with  the  Youth 
Commission,  reported  back  for  the  committee.  Mr.  Balcita  reported  that  the  committee  is  working  on 
translating  HIFY’s  Adolescent  Provider  guide  into  a variety  of  different  languages.  A member  of  the 
community  spoke  about  the  lack  of  shared  youth  spaces  of  different  backgrounds.  Commissioner 
Bolden-Kramer  updated  everyone  on  the  status  of  the  LGBTQQ  Youth  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  is 
looking  for  members. 

5.  Public  Comment:  Infusion  One  a youth  leadership  development  program  is  having  a Community 
Partnership  Forum  at  the  Bayview  Opera  House  on  Saturday  January  29"'  and  Commissioner  Castillo 
will  be  a keynote  speaker.

B.  Housing,  Transportation  & Land  Use:  Michael  explained  that  the  committee  is  working  on 
an  Affordable  Housing  Lobby  Day  on  May  24'’'  to  give  youth  the  opportunity  to  talk  to  state  legislators 
about  housing  in  California.  Commissioners  have  chosen  three  bills  so  far  to  lobby  for,  SB  1106,  which 
puts  restrictions  on  landlords  converting  affordable  rental  housing  to  market  rate  rental  housing,  SB  510,  a 
$980,000,000  bond  act  for  new  affordable  housing,  and  AB  398,  a $750,000,000  bond  act  for  affordable 
housing.  The  Committee  is  now  contacting  legislators  for  appointments  and  begirming  outreach  to  youth. 

C.  Culture  and  Urban  Environment:  Cathy  reported  that  the  committee  members  are  working 
on  creating  more  after  school  arts  and  music  programs,  and  they  are  looking  into  the  legal/liability  issues 
in  starting  programs.  She  also  reported  that  Youth  Space  organizers  hope  to  have  the  space  open  by  this 
summer,  and  their  next  step  is  to  get  the  money  allocated  for  renovations  released  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

C.  Public  Health,  Social  Services,  and  the  Environment:  Jesse  reported  that  the  committee  is 
planing  a health  fair  on  Saturday,  May  13  from  9 a.m.  - 3 p.m.  They  will  have  a resource  fair  and  speakers 
on  sexually  transmitted  disease,  relationship  issues,  asthma,  and  other  health  concerns. 

D.  Housing,  Transportation,  and  Land  Use:  Chaz  reported  that  the  committee  has  finalized  a 
resolution  which  will  be  introduced  later  tonight  to  endorse  the  Housing  Lobby  Day,  set  for  May  24'’’. 

E.  Culture  and  Urban  Environment:  Cathy  reported  that  the  committee  plans  to  write  a resolution 
encouraging  organizations  to  offer  music  programs.  Currently  they  are  still  looking  for  a possible  site  for  a 
skate  park  but  have  not  found  anything  yet.  Jesse  suggested  they  talk  to  Supervisor  Newsom.  They  are  still 
working  with  YMAC  on  the  Youth  Space  project. 

8.  New  Business: 

A.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  Commercial  Free  Classrooms  on 
eliminating  commercials  in  school.  Andy  Hagleshaw  from  the  Center  for  Commercial  Free  Public 
Education  explained  that  there  has  been  a trend  of  companies  trying  to  bring  ads  into  schools  by  taking 
advantage  of  schools  poor  financial  situation.  In  the  Bay  Area  there  has  been  resistance  to  this  trend.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a commercial  free  schools  resolution.  However,  certain  administrators  are 
still  trying  to  bring  a Pepsi  contract  proposal  to  the  School  Board.  So  far,  this  proposal  has  not  made  it 
out  of  committee,  but  the  Center  is  still  trying  to  generate  opposition.  The  Commissioners  voted  to 
oppose  commercialism  in  schools,  and  Rachel  will  write  a resolution  expressing  this  opposition  and 
foiw/ard  it  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

B.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  Christina  Goette  with  the  Molence 
Prevention  Network  about  the  work  of  the  VPN.  The  VPN  is  a group  of  community  agencies  and 
individuals  working  to  prevent  violence.  They  take  a public  health  approach,  which  stresses  primary 
prevention  and  is  interdisciplinary.  Their  priority  areas  are  alcohol,  firearms,  and  witnessing  acts  of 
violence.  They  are  developing  a city-wide  action  plan,  and  plan  to  have  a conference  on  June  9"'.  They 
are  also  working  on  a Million  Mom  March  on  May  14‘''  to  address  gun  control,  and  with  Supervisor 
Becerril  on  regulations  for  ultra  compact  firearms.  The  VPN  can  help  the  Commission  with  data/statistics 
and  connections  to  others  in  violence  prevention.  Jesse  invited  her  to  a Public  Health  Committee  meeting. 

C.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  Revitalizing  Education  and  Learning 
(REAL)  on  their  work  in  youth  empowerment  and  education.  Deborah,  staff  at  REAL,  explained  that 
REAL  strives  to  empower  youth  through  education  in  schools.  They  improve  curriculum  so  what  youth 
learn  is  more  relevant.  They  are  currently  recruiting  for  their  Leadership  Program,  a paid  internship  for 
young  people  of  color  16-22.  The  program  consists  of  a summer  training  and  teaching  once  a week  for  2 
hours  in  a classroom  (teamed  up  wjth  a staff  member  and  a teacher). 

D.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  Elaine  Shen  with  the  Television  Race 
Initiative.  Garrick  Ramirez  explained  that  TV  Race  Initiative  is  a program  that  works  with  KQED.  They 
choose  programs  related  to  race  and  collaborate  with  community  organizations  to  create  public  forums  on 
race  issues.  There  is  a Digital  Divide  (unequal  access  to  technology)  program  coming  up  in  late  March 
(airing  3/23  and  3/30,  8 p.m.)  and  they  are  planning  a youth  summit  at  the  Zeum  to  air  to  program  and  talk 
about  these  issues.  Other  involved  agencies  include  Youth  Radio,  OpNet,  and  Columbia  Park  B&G  Club. 

E.  Housing,  Transportation  and  Land  Use  Committee  Resolution  regarding  the  need  to 
create  and  preserve  affordable  housing  and  proposing  the  Youth  Housing  Lobby  Day. 

Commissioners  read  the  resolution  that  Chaz  presented.  They  approved  the  resolution  unanimously.

Public  Health  and  Education  Committees  checked  in  to  ensure  they  are  completing  their  tasks.

1.  Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:25  p.m.  Commissioners  Present: 
AiTegiiin,  Bonilla,  Devine,  Ervin,  Matranga,  Pang,  Strohlin,  Yee  (8).  Absent:  Barker,  Bolden-Kramer, 
Castillo,  Cottonham,  Geodzhayev,  Lau,  Talton-Alunan  (7).  Staff  present:  Jessica  Smith. 

2.  Motion  to  approve  agenda:  Items  B (Arts  and  Music  Task  Force),  C (Youth  Service  Day),  and  F 
(commercial  free  schools)  were  removed  because  of  Commissioner  absences.  Jesse  requested  that  item  D 
(Speak  up  for  Kids  Day)  be  removed. 

3.  Motion  to  approve  minutes  of  March  6,  2000:  Minutes  were  not  approved  because  of  lack  of  quorum. 

4.  Executive  Committee  Report:  Jewnbug  asked  for  Commissioner  volunteers  to  help  her  table  at  the 
Young  Women’s  Conference  at  Everett  Middle  School  Saturday  3/25  from  10-4. 

5.  Committee  Report  Backs: 

A.  Education  and  the  Workforce:  Karissa  reported  that  the  committee  is  working  on  getting 
universal  before  and  after  school  child  care  programs  in  all  elementary  schools.  They  plan  to  have  a meeting 
with  different  organizations  that  work  with  child  care  sometime  this  month  and  to  create  a subcommittee 
with  representatives  from  these  agencies  to  work  on  this  issue. 

B.  Juvenile  Justice  and  Public  Safety:  Jewnbug  reported  that  the  Hear  Us,  Don’t  Fear  Us  event 
went  well.  The  press  conference  also  went  well,  although  no  major  media  outlets  attended,  so  the  committee 
is  following  up  with  a letter  to  the  Bay  Guardian  about  how  mainstream  media  doesn’t  cover  positive  youth 
accomplishments.  The  committee  is  also  brainstomiing  a possible  task  force  focused  on  creating  workshops 
for  youth  on  knowing  their  rights,  as  well  as  training  for  police  on  adultism  and  communicating  with  youth. 
Their  next  meeting  is  Monday,  3/27  and  interested  people  are  encouraged  to  attend. 

C.  Public  Health,  Social  Services,  and  the  Environment:  Jesse  reported  that  the  committee  is 
planing  a health  fair  on  Saturday,  May  13  from  9 a.m.  - 3 p.m.  They  will  have  a resource  fair  and  speakers 
on  sexually  transmitted  disease,  relationship  issues,  asthma,  and  other  health  concerns. 

D.  Housing,  Transportation,  and  Land  Use:  Jewnbug  reported  that  the  committee  is  planning  a 
Housing  Youth  Lobby  Day  for  Wednesday,  May  24,  2000  in  Sacramento.  Youth  will  travel  to  Sacramento 
to  meet  with  legislators  to  talk  about  the  need  for  more  affordable  housing.  Interested  youth  should  sign  up. 

E.  Culture  and  Urban  Environment:  Ben  reported  that  the  committee  is  working  on  getting  more 
arts  and  music  programs  in  elementary  schools,  getting  a skate  park  in  San  Francisco,  and  supporting  Youth 
Space,  a youth-run  youth  center  in  SOMA.  Rebecca  from  the  Excelsior  Neighborhood  Improvement  group 
infonned  the  committee  that  a skate  park  is  currently  planned  for  Crocker-Amazon  park,  and  constniction 
should  begin  within  a month.  She  will  follow  up  w ith  the  Youth  Commission  to  provide  a contact  for  more 
information  at  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department. 


6.  Public  Comment:  A comment  was  made  that  more  child  care  is  needed  in  San  Francisco,  as  well  as 
more  recreational  opportunities  for  youth.  Kareem  expressed  that  Beacon  Centers  are  too  restrictive  in  their 
membership,  so  some  interested  youth  cannot  participate.  A Youthline  worker  recommended  calling 
Youthline  because  they  have  a large  database  of  programs  which  will  soon  be  online.  Jewnbug  suggested 
that  teachers  and  counselors  be  encouraged  to  help  with  outreach  and  referrals  for  community  programs. 
Kareem  also  emphasized  the  need  to  refer  youth  to  a variety  of  programs  so  they  can  find  one  where  they 
will  be  comfortable,  because  of  ethnic  makeup  or  other  factors.  Berta  from  YMAC  talked  about  the 
significance  of  gentrification  in  her  neighborhood;  with  lots  of  new  expensive  restaurants  opening,  her 
landlord  knows  she  could  get  more  for  her  apartment,  so  she  doesn’t  treat  her  tenants  well.  Also,  there  are 
not  enough  park  sin  the  Mission,  and  they  are  run-down  and  dangerous.  Jewnbug  encouraged  her  to  come 
on  the  lobby  day.  Kareem  noted  that  gentrification  is  starting  to  happen  in  Bayview  also,  with  new  access  to 
public  transportation,  so  folks  need  to  be  aware  of  whaf  s happening  in  their  communities  before  people  start 
getting  kicked  out.  Jesse  also  discussed  the  high  asthma  rate  in  Bayview,  and  stressed  that  Federal  officials 
are  not  looking  enough  at  this  problem.  He  also  encouraged  youth  organizations  to  form  alliances  to  solve 
these  problems,  because  they  are  all  connected.  Jewnbug  stressed  the  importance  of  supporting  mom  and 
pop-owned  businesses.  Another  participant  suggested  youth  agencies  like  the  Youth  Commission  need  to  do 
more  outreach  in  communities  to  reach  people  who  aren’t  already  hooked  into  organizations,  and  reach  out 
to  people  who  speak  other  languages.  The  group  discussed  how  to  get  people,  especially  hard-working 
parents,  to  come  to  meetings.  Berta  suggested  reaching  out  to  more  youth,  and  having  meetings  on 
Saturdays  during  the  day.  Also,  Ben  commented  that  parents  won’t  attend  if  they  don’t  feel  like  changes  are 
resulting  from  meetings,  because  otherwise  they  feel  their  time  is  wasted.  Rebecca  reminded  folks  that 
change  is  very  slow  and  incremental,  but  does  happen  with  effort.  She  noted  that  Mission  street  has  started 
to  be  cleaned  regularly,  to  attract  new  businesses.  Jewnbug  expressed  that  the  street  should  be  cleaned  to 
help  the  businesses  that  are  already  there,  not  just  to  encourage  new  ones. 

7.  New  Business: 

A.  Presentations  by  Excelsior  neighborhood  community  programs.  No  programs  presented. 

B.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Youth  Making  a Change  program/recruitment. 

YMAC  started  in  1992,  and  includes  12-15  youth  from  different  communities  that  advocate  to  city 
officials  about  what  youth  need.  Projects  include  Youth  Vote,  an  annual  high  school  voting  project  which 
helped  create  the  Youth  Commission,  Youthliiie,  Youth  Space,  and  health  clinics.  Youth  Vote  results 
determine  what  issues  YMAC  will  work  on.  Last  year  they  got  two  new  health  clinics  at  Galileo  and 
Lincoln  High  Schools,  and  they  are  working  on  getting  5 more.  They  are  still  working  on  getting  a more 
representative  history  curriculum  and  renovating  and  opening  Youth  Space.  They  are  recruiting  youth  to 
sit  on  Youth  Space’s  Youth  Board  of  Directors  to  help  run  the  center,  which  should  be  open  by  the  end  of 
the  summer.

3.  Motion  to  approve  minutes:  Minutes  of  5/15/00  meeting  were  approved. 

4.  Public  Comment:  Christina  Goette  from  the  Violence  Prevention  Network 
announced  that  the  VPN  will  be  applying  for  new  grant  from  Substance  Abuse  Mental 
Health  Services  and  will  be  looking  for  Youth  Commission  support.  Also,  the  VPN  is 
having  a Celebration  of  youth  violence  prevention  on  Friday  6/9  8:30-1 :30  at  455 
Golden  Gate  Ave.  The  VPN  will  be  doing  a series  of  forums  in  the  fall  on  alcohol, 
firearms,  and  witnessing  acts  of  violence. 

Tom  Martin  from  the  Mayor’s  Office  spoke  about  funding  from  DCYF  for  the 
next  two  fiscal  years.

The  Youth 
Credit  Union  is  a group  of  youth  members  that  pool  their  money  to  provide  loans  and 
interest-earning  bank  accounts.  Their  goal  is  to  provide  services  to  youth  under  18 
that  banks  do  not  offer  and  keep  money  in  the  hands  of  local  communities.  They 
currently  have  150  members  at  $6,700  in  assets,  and  are  entering  their  3rd  year_ 
Youth  can  work  at  the  Credit  Union  and  also  open  accounts.  Short  n withdraw 

money  at  any  time)  and  long  term  accounts  (for  savings)  are  available,  both  with  5% 
interest  rates.  Any  youth  under  18  can  open  an  account  without  parent  permission 
and  the  mmimumValance  is  S5.  They  are  insured  up  to  $100  000  ,n  deposits  lust  ke 
banks,  and  their  parent  credit  union  is  Mission  Federal  Credit  Union  They  are  located 
at  16th  and  Mission  and  are  open  Wednesdays.  4-5  and  Saturdays  12-1 .30. 

F.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  SF  Police  Department  Gang 
Lieutenant  Kitt  Crenshaw,  the  new  Gang  Task  Force  Head,  explained  that  they  are 
still  investigating  the  recent  murders  in  Bayview-Hunters  Point;  9 guns  h^ve  b^" 
seized  and  10  arrests  have  been  made.  Lt.  Crenshaw  has  been  in  ° ^ 

2 weeks,  but  is  aware  of  gang  problems  since  he  was  born  and  raised  in  Hunters  Point. 
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He  gives  his  support  to  the  Youth  Commission,  and  recognizes  that  the  police  will  not 
solve  violence  issues  in  a long-term  way;  a community  effort  is  needed,  including 
conflict  resolution  and  better  environments  for  youth.  His  job  is  to  investigate  and 
arrest  individuals  involved  in  crimes,  but  the  problems  go  deeper,  and  he  is  willing  to 
commit  to  helping  us  however  he  can.  He  can  be  reached  at  553-1401  or  280-1395 
(pager).  He  is  not  aware  of  all  the  prevention  programs  at  the  Police  Department,  but 
some  include  Operation  Dream,  which  brings  youth  in  low-income  housing 
developments  on  trips  which  expose  them  to  a different  side  of  society  and  of  cops; 
Community  Meetings;  the  Police  Athletic  League;  the  Wilderness  Program;  the  Cadet 
Program;  and  the  former  Midnight  Basketball  Program,  which  had  its  funding  cut.  He 
recognizes  the  need  for  more  programs  that  combine  physical  activity  with  education, 
training,  and  communication.

I.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  the  Department  of  Children, 
Youth,  and  their  Families  on  their  proposed  2002-03  Fiscal  Year  Budget.  Tajel  Shah 
from  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  their  Families  presented  an  overview  of 
the  DCYF  Budget.  She  talked  about  the  impact  that  proposed  DCYF  budget  cuts  could 
have  on  programs  and  services  for  children  and  youth.  Commissioner  Valdez  expressed 
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concern  about  the  proposed  cut  to  the  summer  jobs  programs.  Commissioner  Arreguin 
also  had  questions  regarding  the  funding  for  the  Delinquency  Prevention  Commission, 
Technical  Assistance  grants  given  to  community  based  organizations,  and  the  funding 
of  the  high  school  based  v/ellness  centers.  Joe  Wilson,  Coleman  Advocates  for 
Children  and  Youth,  said  that  there  v/as  not  enough  specificity  in  the  DCYF  budget.  He 
urged  the  Youth  Commission  to  make  a statement  about  the  need  for  greater 
specificity  from  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  their  Families  regarding  their 
budget. 

J.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Presentation  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
on  their  proposed  2002-03  Fiscal  Year  Budget.  James  Alexander,  Budget  Manager  for 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  presented  an  overview  of  the  DPH  Budget.  He  talked 
about  the  impact  that  proposed  DPH  budget  cuts  could  have  on  programs  and  services 
for  children  and  youth.  Commissioner  Villaluna  expressed  concern  about  the  potential 
closure  of  Ark  of  Refuge.  Commissioner  Allison  expressed  concern  over  the  potential 
elimination  of  inpatient  pediatric  services  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  the 
effect  on  children  and  youth  covered  by  the  Healthy  Kids  program.  James  Alexander 
said  he  would  respond  to  her  concerns.  Commissioner  Arreguin  expressed  concern 
about  the  potential  cuts  to  substance  abuse,  residential  and  outpatient  treatment, 
and  prevention  services  for  youth.  James  Alexander  said  that  the  Health  Commission 
went  on  record  opposing  the  proposed  cuts  to  their  budget.  Joe  Wilson,  Coleman 
Advocates  for  Children  and  Youth,  commended  the  Youth  Commission  for  their 
sophistication  in  dealing  with  each  of  the  Department’s  Budgets.  He  recommended 
that  the  Departments  pay  closer  attention  to  programs  sooner  and  better  address  why 
programs  aren’t  succeeding  before  cutting  them.

2.  Approval  of  the  Agenda:  There  was  a motion  to  approve  the  agenda.  Motion 
Approved  unanimously. 

3.  Approval  of  the  Minutes  of  March  3'”'* : There  was  a motion  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  March  3,  2003.  Motion  Approved  unanimously. 

4.  Staff  Report:  Ron  announced  Supervisor  Newsom’s  policy  forums  to  hear  from 
constituents  about  specific  issues.  He  has  invited  a Youth  Commissioner  to 
participate  in  an  Education  Policy  briefing.  He  noted  participating  in  this  policy 
briefing  does  not  at  all  mean  that  you  are  supporting  Newsom  as  a Mayoral 
candidate.  The  briefing  is  on  Friday,  March  21  from  9:45-11:45  am  at  the 
campaign  headquarters  on  Van  Ness  and  California.  Ron  also  announced 
Infusion  One's  Youth  At  Risk  Summit  on  Friday,  April  11  and  Saturday,  April  12. 

A Youth  Commissioner  is  needed  to  be  on  a panel  about  youth  advocacy  and 
youth  issues  on  Friday  morning  from  10:40  am-12:00  pm.  The  Superintendent 
has  approved  this  as  a field  trip.  Ron  also  announced  that  the  applications  for 
the  2003-2004  Youth  Commission,  and  asked  Commissioners  to  hand  them  out 
at  their  schools  and  in  the  community.  He  also  explained  the  process  for  those 
Commissioners  who  wish  to  return  next  term. 

5.  Committee  Report: 

Youth  Justice  Committee-  The  Youth  Justice  Committee  is  finalizing  their  visit 
to  Log  Cabin  Ranch.  They  also  revised  their  letter  to  Chief  Jesse  Williams. 

Public  Health  Committee:  The  Public  Health  Committee  will  be  holding  forums 
at  all  of  the  Wellness  Centers.  The  first  forum  will  be  held  on  3/24  at  Lowell 
High  School. 

Youth  Recreation  & Services  Committee:  The  Youth  Recreation  & Services 
Committee  is  continuing  to  work  on  a recreation  center  assessment.  They  also 
continue  to  be  involved  in  the  budget  process  for  the  Recreation  & Parks 
Department  and  the  Muni  fare  hike. 

Housing  Committee:  The  Housing  Committee  is  working  on  a resolution 
regarding  transitional  housing,  and  they  will  present  at  the  next  meeting. 

Education  Committee:  The  Education  Committee  is  working  on  the  Phoenix 
High  School  issue  and  the  current  budget  cuts.

Costs  Due  to  Funding  Constraints.  There  was  a motion  to  oppose  this 
referral.  Motion  Approved.  There  was  a motion  to  send  the  following 
statement: 


Realizins  that  juvenile  crime  has  been  on  the  decline  for  the  last  several 
years,  and  that  sun-violence  in  schools  is  not  a common  problem  is  San 
Francisco,  the  Youth  Commission  does  not  support  Project  Sentry. 
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Project  Sentry  offers  a band-aid  solution  for  a problem  that  goes  much 
deeper  than  a lack  of  prosecutors.  By  accepting  this  grant,  we  may  be 
lessening  the  workload  of  the  District  Attorney,  but  this  will  only  come  at 
the  cost  of  making  it  easier  to  incarcerate  more  youth  during  this  period 
of  decline  in  juvenile  crimes.  It  will  also  come  at  the  cost  of  making  it 
easier  to  charge  young  people  AS  ADULTS  who  don’t  even  have  the  right 
to  vote  as  if  they  were  adults. 

In  Project  Cease-fire,  it  is  stated  that  violence  prevention  is  an  intricate 
part  of  Project  Sentry,  but  the  members  of  Project  Ceasefire  traditionally 
have  not  followed  violence  prevention  models. 

The  Youth  Commission  is  wary  of  the  fact  that  this  grant’s  least  detailed 
clause  has  to  do  with  its  "tailored  conditions  of  probation"  and  what  will 
happen  once  these  youth  are  convicted.  We  do  not  support  a program 
that’s  main  goals  is  to  put  more  youth  in  an  overcrowded  juvenile  justice 
system  that  produces  career  criminals. 

We  agree  that  adults  who  furnish  weapons  to  minors  should  be  looked  at 
specifically.  We  also  support  the  further  protection  of  witnesses,  although 
we  would  require  more  information  on  how  such  protection  would  be 
gained. 

Recognizing  that  youth  are  the  best  experts  on  themselves,  we  find  it 
offensive  that  youth  have  been  intentionally  shut  out  of  the  process  of 
creating  and  participating  in  Project  Sentry.  In  Project  Ceasefire,  not  a 
single  member  is  a youth  or  even  a youth  advocate.  It  seems  that  the  only 
way  that  a young  person  can  participate  in  Project  Sentry  is  as  a 
defendant. 

Motion  Approved. 

H.  Discussion  and  possible  action  re:  Referral  from  the  Board 
of  Supervisors:  Resolution  Urging  the  District  Attorney  to 
Prosecute  to  the  Fullest  Extent  Allowed  Under  the  Law 
Those  Arrested  on  March  20,  2003  and  Subsequent  Days 
Who  Flagrantly  and/or  Repeatedly  Violated  the  Law  for 
Blocking  Traffic  and  Failing  to  Follow  Police  Orders.  There 
was  a motion  to  oppose  this  resolution  and  send  the  following 
statement: 

Although  we  show  concern  for  those  who  have  lost  wages  due  to  the 
protest,  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  opposes  this  resolution 
urging  the  District  Attorney  to  prosecute  those  arrested  for  protesting  on 
March  20,  2003  through  March  22,  2003.  From  the  anti-war  movement  of 
the  1960’s  to  the  anti-Prop  21  movement  of  the  late  90’s,  civil 
disobedience  has  been  an  essential  instrument  for  flexing  the  First 
Amendments  muscle.  If  this  resolution  is  passed,  San  Francisco  will  be 
following  the  dangerous  precedent  set  by  President  Bush  of  trampling  our 
Constitutional  rights. 

Many  of  the  detained  protestors  were  youth.  They  are  individuals  who 
weren’t  able  to  vote  during  the  last  presidential  election  and  for  whom 
non-violent  civic  participation  is  the  only  means  of  expression  afforded  to 
them.  Punishing  these  people  is  no  way  to  welcome  them  to  civic 
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participation.  Some  of  these  youth  are  students  who  witnessed  their 
schools  being  gutted  in  favor  of  a larger  federal  defense  budget.  Harsh 
prosecution  could  be  deeply  detrimental  to  those  who  will  have  to  apply 
for  college  and  scholarship  monies  with  police  records. 

Although  the  protest  cost  the  city  millions  in  police  overtime,  a war  costs 
the  country  billions.  The  costs  that  prolonged  military  action  in  the 
Middle  East  and  around  the  world  will  have  on  San  Francisco  is  far  more 
substantial  than  any  amount  of  money  that  the  protestors  could  cost  the 
city. 

As  famed  abolitionist  Frederick  Douglas  said,  " Those  who  profess  to  favor 
freedom,  yet  depreciate  agitation,  are  men  who  want  crops  without 
plowing  up  the  ground.  They  want  rain  without  thunder  and  lightening. 
They  want  the  ocean  without  the  awful  roar  of  its  many  waters.  This 
struggle  may  be  a moral  one;  or  it  may  be  a physical  one;  or  it  may  be 
both  moral  and  physical;  but  it  must  be  a struggle.  Power  concedes 
nothing  without  a demand.  It  never  did  and  it  never  will."  At  a time  when 
almost  all  popular  media  is  owned  by  a select  few,  getting  information 
and  perspectives  to  the  public  that  do  not  parallel  the  interests  of  those 
in  power  is  an  enormous  struggle.  By  passing  this  resolution,  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  will  be  cutting  of  an  essential  means  of  communication  and 
taking  sides  with  those  who  would  like  the  Federal  Government  to  have  a 
free  hand  in  all  decisions.  When  our  city  and  country  are  divided  in 
opinion  about  something  as  important  as  war,  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
make  sure  that  all  voices  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  be  heard.

The  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  supports  the  ordinance  to  require 
retailers  to  purchase  a permit  for  tobacco  sales.  We  believe  that  it  is 
our  job  to  look  out  for  the  health  of  San  Francisco's  youth  and  we  think 
that  this  ordinance  is  an  important  way  to  support  healthier  youth  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  smokins  rate  of  youth  in  San  Francisco  has  increased.  25%  of  youth 
in  San  Francisco  can  purchase  tobacco  products  illesally.  Tobacco 
permittins  is  voluntary;  only  retailers  who  chose  to  sell  tobacco 
products  need  a permit.  This  permit  would  penalize  the  storeowners  for 
selling  tobacco  products  illegally,  not  the  youth. 

Currently  there  is  no  record  of  the  number  of  stores  selling  tobacco 
products  illegally.  The  permit  would  keep  track  of  all  stores  who  sell 
tobacco  products.
